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Memorial turns down transfer credit 
request from Baptist college

ST. JOHN'S Nfld. (CUP) — Memo- 
rial University's governing body on 
academic matters has voted not to 
accept transfer credits from a Baptist 
university in New Brunswick, re- 
opening a three-year-old debate re- 
volving around the question of aca- 
demic freedom at Bible colleges. 

The Moncton-based Atlan- 
tic Baptist University (ABU) had re- 
quested that Memorial recognize its 
courses for transfer credits following 
a case two years ago when one of its 
graduates could not have her degree 
recognized because of university 
policy. 

That request was turned 
down, however, because MUN re- 
quires that an institution be a member 
of the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada (AUCC), a 
nation-wide body representing 88 
universities and colleges, in order to 
be recognized for transfer credits. 
ABU is not a member. 

ABU then asked that Me- 
morial make an exception on the ba- 
sis that it is individually recognized 
by other Atlantic universities who 
are AUCC members. Glenn Collins, 
MUN's registrar, said the Senate con- 
sidered the matter in light of a debate 



it had on Bible colleges in 1994. 

"The Senate debated the 
general question, "Should we recog- 
nize Bible colleges for transfer cred- 
its?' And the decision that Senate 
took was no we should not," Collins 
said. "It was based on a couple of 
reasons, largely because most of these 
colleges require a statement of faith 
from their professors, [and] most of 
them don't conduct research." 

Collins said there was an 
impression among many Senators that 
a statement of faith can, coupled with 
a lack of research responsibilities, 
negatively impact on the quality of 
courses taught at an institution. 

But Seth Crowell, ABU's 
registrar.disagrees because he says 
ABU is not a Bible college. Clark 
also said the Senate's decision was 
one of practicality, in that it is easier 
for the university to determine 
whether an institution is suitable for 
transfer by virtue of it being a mem- 
ber of the AUCC. 

Although his university's 
mission statement promises to pro- 
vide a "Christ-centred" learning en- 
vironment, Crowell says students and 
faculty are not required to conform to 
any religious faith. 

While Crowell acknowl- 



edges that the religious basis of an 
institution might affect the way 
courses are taught, he says secular 
institutions are no different. 

"I guess I would argue that 
every ideology has to struggle with 
that to some extent," Crowell said. "I 
wouldn't want to suggest at all that 
there wouldn't be an issue where an 
individual's faith doesn't have a way 
of colouring perspective, but no more 
so than if I was a Marxist or feminist 
or a conservative or a liberal. And 
professors are allowed to have those 
opinions." 

ABU is privately owned by 
the Baptist Churches of Atlantic 
Canada, and has been recognized as 
degree-granting institution by the 
New Brunswick government since 
the early '80s. It last inquired about 
AUCC membership five years ago, 
but was turned down because the 
association had placed a temporary 
moratorium on all new members 
while it was doing a periodic review 
of its membership policy. 

Crowell says ABU has not 
looked "into membership since then, 
but will probably investigate it again 
in the near future. Until such time, 
MUN's position on ABU will remain 
the same, Collins said. 



Liberals pledge $1 -billion for post-sec- 
ondary scholarships

TORONTO (CUP) — It may be a 
billion dollar pie, but that doesn't 
mean everyone can have a piece of it. 

Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien's announcement last week 
of a $1 -billion scholarship fund to be 
in place by the year 2000 is meeting 
qualified praise and outright criti- 
cism from all comers of the educa- 
tion sector. 

While details of a Canada 
millennium scholarship endowment 
fund have yet to be disclosed, it is 
certain that academic merit will be 
one of the criteria used in awarding 
these scholarships earmarked for low- 
and moderate-income students. 

But some low-income stu- 
dents with already high debt loads 
say the added academic performance 
criteria won't provide assistance 
where it's needed most. 

"That is so unfair," said Sherry 



MacLeod, a single mother in her first 
year of law school at the University 
of Victoria who has already accrued 
a $70,000 student debt. 

"I have to compete in an al- 
ready highly competitive environ- 
ment I work hard for my marks. And 
there are lots of parents like me, we 
don't have the same opportunity to 
spend all our time on achieving those 
marks," she said. 

Since the Liberals took power 
in 1993, they have cut $2.29-billion 
from postsecondary education and 
the average debt at graduation for 
those who borrowed has climbed from 
$13,000 to $22,000. 

In his speech on Sept. 24, 
Chretien said there could be "no bet- 
ter role for government than to help 
young Canadians prepare for the 
knowledge based society of the next 
century." 

But student loans recipient and 
single mother Tracey Lauriault, co- 
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ordinator of Carleton University's 
part-time and mature students' cen- 
tre says this approach to student aid is 
unfair and discriminatory. 

"What I'd like to hear is $1- 
billion for bursary for students in 
need. Period. Not youth, not schol- 
arly achievement, but based on need," 
she said, adding that there is a strong 
correlation between lower marks and 
parental responsibilities, language 
barriers, cultural differences and dis- 
ability. 

Preliminary calculations in- 
dicate that scholarships of $5,000 
each will be available for about 20,000 
students a year - a fraction of the 
385,000 currently receiving Canada 
Student Loans. 

Robert Best, director of gov- 
ernment relations and public affairs 
for the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada, says he wel- 
come the announcement, but has res- 
ervations about the academic merit 
add-on. 

"What we have here is a his- 
torical announcement," Best said. 
"Clearly, it was short on details, but 
the stress on low and moderate in- 
come students is highly significant. 
We'll have to see whether the schol- 
arship fund meets the needs we iden- 
tified," he said. 

Although Chretien specified 
the program was to be a reward sys- 
tem for academic excellence among 
low- and moderate-income Canadi- 
ans in his announcement, Pascale 
Montmigny of the Prime Minister's 
office says it's too early to talk detail.

"software engineering

ST. JOHN'S, Nfld. (CUP) —Memo- 
rial University has trademarked the 
phrase "software engineering" in re- 
pose to a law suit from provincial and 
national engineering associations. 

The move is the latest in a 
continuing legal battle that started in 
the summer when the Canadian Coun- 
cil of Professional Engineers (CCPE) 
and the Association of Professional 
Engineers and Geoscientists of New- 
foundland (APEGN) filed joint legal 
action against MUN. 

The CCPE, who own the 
trademark to the word "engineering", 
and APEGN both say Memorial has 
violated federal trademark regulations 
by offering a computer science de- 
gree program entitled "Honours in 
Software Engineering". 

"They fired a shot across our 
bow, [this is our response]," said 
MUN president Art May in a state- 
ment at the last university Senate 
meeting. 

Wayne Thistle, MUN's vice- 
president of administration and fi- 
nance, confirmed that the university 
has a document to protect the claim 
under a provision of the trademark 
act. 

But, he added, "it is simply a 
move that our sources though would 
be appropriate and it may or may not 
have any real significance in the [le- 
gal] action that has commenced." 

APEGN' s Executive Direc- 



tor Allen Steeves said the reason for 
the law suit is simple. 

"In cases where it could af- 
fect the public interest or public 
safety, mainly through the public 
thinking somebody was a profes- 
sional engineer who wasn't, that 
would be of great concern to us and 
should of great concern to every- 
body," he said. 

"Our understanding of the 
trademark rules is that we have some 
rights to these terms in every situa- 
tion that uses engineer or engineer- 
ing," he said. 

Thistle said the dispute is 
"unnecessary" and, because the 
word engineering is now used in 
reference to so many different things, 
the CCPE "has lost any ability to 
refuse people the right to use it." 

While he would not specu- 
late on CCPE's reasoning, Thistle 
also pointed out that they are only 
targeting Memorial. 

"The University of British 
Columbia offers an identical pro- 
gram, as does the University of To- 
ronto - no action has been taken 
against them," he said. "We know 
we are the only ones that have been 
sued." 

In August an attempt by the 
Association of Universities and Col- 
leges of Canada to join MUN as an 
"intervener" was refused by the 
courts. Documentation outlining 
both arguments was submitted to 
the federal court on Sept. 23. Unless 



High fees deterring 

students from higher 

education

OTTAWA (CUP) — Rising educa- 
tional costs may be deterring some 
students from pursuing postsecondary 
education, says a Statistics Canada 
report. 

The agency released its Edu- 
cation Quarterly Report on Sept. 25 
and said recent evidence suggests the 
combination rising fees and shrink- 
ing financial resources available to 
students may be squeezing young 
people out of the postsecondary edu- 
cation system. 

Between 1 975 and 1 995 the 
proportion of 19 to 24 year olds en- 
rolled in universities grew steadily. 
But that trend slowed after 1993, 
resulting in a drop in enrollment in 
1994 and 1995 the report said. 

"The 1994 and 1995 drops 
in enrollment may be a sign that fees 
had reached levels that were deter- 
ring potential students from enroll- 
ing," the report stated. 

Government funding to uni- 
versities per tuition dollar collected 
has fallen from $6.44 in 1 980 to just 
$2.97 in 1995. Most of that money is 
being recovered through soaring tui- 
tion fees, which have doubled in the 
last 10 years. 

By the middle of this dec- 
ade, the report says, education fees 
were "less affordable for the average 
family than at any time during the 
previous 20 years." 



It's a trend the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students has been predict- 
ing for years. 

"We're not surprised," said 
Jocelyn Charron, government relations 
co-ordinator for the CFS. "All tuition 
fees in Ontario have increased and 
since 1 990 all the provinces have seri- 
ously cutback oreliminated their grant 
system." 

The report also says the en- 
tire country will suffer the conse- 
quences if young people are denied 
accessible education. 

"It follows that future eco- 
nomic and social costs will be in- 
curred if higher fees reduce access to 
university," the report said. 

Hoops Harrison, the execu- 
tive director of the Canadian Alliance 
of Student Associations, says the gov- 
ernment needs to take the lead on 
keeping educational doors open. 

"It's like the [education] sys- 
tem is juggcrnauting along with no 
plan," Harrison said. "The govern- 
ment has to stop the train before it 
reaches the edge." 

The report also stated that 
broad access to education is essential 
for an equal society. 

"Broad access to university 
education is important because it of- 
fers more equitable opportunities fora 
better standard of living and sense of 
well-being." 
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Academic restructuring still 
unresolved

LU's Academic Senate must 
still address the academic structure 
of the university. Contrary to a 
report that appeared in Lambda on 
September 1 1, LU has not formally 
adopted a restructuring scheme that 
would have created two faculties to 
replace the existing system of four. 

The motion that would have 
enabled the restructuring fell at Sen- 
ate because it failed to obtain a two- 
thirds majority, which is required to 
amend Senate By-Laws. This was 
the final blow to an ill-fated scheme 
that was the source of a great deal of 
anguish at last year's Senate. 

The setback, however, did 
not deter LU administration from its 
budgetary commitment to only two 
Deans. Dr. Joan Mount was ap- 
pointed Dean of the Science and 
Professional School faculties, while 



Dr. Robert Segsworth was appointed 
Dean of the Social Science and Hu- 
manities faculties. Dr. Mount is the 
past Dean of the Professional Schools, 
and Dr. Segsworth is the past Dean of 
the Social Sciences. Dr. Colilli (Hu- 
manities) and Dr. Keays (Science 
and Engineering) were not renewed 
as Deans. 

At September 19's Senate 
meeting, members of ACAPLAN, 
the Senate committee that proposed 
the two-faculty structure, were no- 
ticeably silent when the issue of aca- 
demic structure was reintroduced. Dr. 
Henri Pallard expressed his dismay 
that the committee never looked seri- 
ously at a one-faculty structure. 
ACAPLAN was also the object of 
severe criticism last year, perhaps 
less for its proposal than for its appar- 
ent indifference to the concerns and 
solicited recommendations of certain 
departments. 



The primary motivating fac- 
tor behind the restructuring was to 
promote more efficient use of the 
university's faculty and staff re- 
sources. The bureaucratic "barriers" 
created by the four-faculty structure 
were seen as an impediment to this 
strategy and "restructuring" was born. 

The one-faculty structure may 
yet receive attention. For the purpose 
of addressing the efficiency of the 
delivery of service, it may prove the 
most sensible because no artificial 
barriers are created and certain pecu- 
liarities inherent to a two-faculty 
structure in the era of 
interdisciplinarity are avoided. 
As a case in point, consider that LU 's 
Social Work and Sociology draw their 
professors from two different facul- 
ties, because the former properly be- 
longs to the Professional Schools 
while the latter, obviously, is a Social 
Science. 



The New Founder's Square

LU's new Founder's Square 
should be mostly completed by the 
end of October. The $200,000 
facelift to the courtyard has been 
undertaken to improve its appear- 
ance and to correct several health 
hazards present. At the same time, 
the Sudbury Region took the oppor- 
tunity to replace the thirty-year old 
watermain which runs down the 
center of the Square. 

The new courtyard (see art- 
ist's sketch, below) will be consid- 
erably different from its predeces- 
sor. Replacing the concrete slabs 
which stretched from one end to the 
other will be interlocking stone. The 
concrete slabs, according to Norm 
Lajeunesse of the Physical Plant, 
were a considerable health risk since 
they were uneven and often crum- 
bling apart. This also impeded 
wheelchair users in the courtyard. 



LU, two years ago, estimated 
the cost of restoring the slabs at 
$200,000. Thus, they were able to do 
considerably more by using alterna- 
tive materials. Mr. Lajeunesse also 
stipulated that LU was able to ad- 
dress the "military square" atmos- 
phere of the previous courtyard. The 
new Founder's Square is designed to 
express "more life, warmth, campus 
appeal..." 

The new watermain was des- 
perately needed. LU has endured an 
average of one watermain "break" 
each year. The previous system was 
installed in 1962 and was made of 
cast-iron pipes. According to Mr. 
Lajeunesse, cast-iron is more brittle 
than modern watermain technology 
and is subject to fracture, which LU's 
past difficulties serves to illustrate. 
The problem, for LU, was com- 
pounded by the fact that the court- 
yard is usually plowed throughout 
the winter, which allowed the frost to 
penetrate deeper in the ground than 



would be the case if the courtyard 
remain snow-covered. The new 
watermain uses newertechnology and 
has been sunk deeper into the ground. 

LU's Physical Plant has iden- 
tified $10 million in restoration or 
maintenance work that should be done 
on campus, including roofs, wheel- 
chair access to some buildings, ven- 
tilation systems and roads. The Physi- 
cal Plant has an annual budget for 
these projects in the neighbourhood 
of $500,000, thus most are on a prior- 
ity basis. He does note that Federal 
and Provincial money for University 
infrastructure projects sometimes 
comes available, allowing institutions 
such as LU to multiply their invest- 
ment. 

In examining the sketch be- 
low, delete the "student cafe" at the 
bottom left. Budgetary constraints 
prevented this aspect of the Square to 
be completed at this time, but is ex- 
pected to be built in the next two or 
three years.

Laurentian graduate among Little Rock 9 

Minnijean (Jean) Trickey, a LU graduate, was amongst the Little 
Rock 9 who were commemorated last week by U.S. President Bill Clinton. 
The Little Rock 9 were the first nine black children to be integrated into the 
all-white school system forty years ago in Arkansas. It was not a smooth 
transition. In fact, President Eisenhower was forced to use armed federal 
troops to escort the children into the school, where they suffered enormous 
abuse from teachers and students alike. Ms. Trickey graduated from LU 
with a degree in Native Human Service and is currently a social worker in 
Ottawa. 

Science and Engineering Academic Excellence 

An informal reception on Friday, September 26 honoured the 1 994- 
95, 1995-96, 1996-97 and 1997-98 Dean's Scholars in Sciences and Engi- 
neering. The Dean's Entrance Scholarship, valued at $5000 and renewable 
every four years, are awarded- to students entering the University with a 
minimum average of 90%. 

The four exceptional recipients are: Sumit Sharan, 1 994-95; Pavan

also the top Ontario high school student with a 99.8% average in his six best 
OAC's.

The former President of Inco Limited, Mr. Jim Ashcroft, was also 
awarded a special gift of appreciation for his support towards Laurentian's 
Faculty of Sciences and Professions. 

Laurentian University hosts Canadian Human Rights Commissioner 

Chief Commissioner of the Canadian Human Rights Commission, 
Michelle Falardeau-Ramsay, was at LU on Wednesday, October 1 . She 
presented an address entitled "Human Rights in Employment: The Chal- 
lenge of Equality". 

Ms. Falardeau-Ramsay discussed the new challenges of the modern 
workplace, women in the workforce, racial diversity and other significant 
topics* Ms, Falardeau-Ramsay was appointed to head the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission in January 1997, and is the first woman to hold this 
position. She received her law degree at the Universite de Montreal, had her 
own private practice, then was appointed Deputy Chairman of the Public 
Service Staff Relations Board in 1975. She went on to serve as Chairman 
of the Immigration Appeal Board from 1982 to 1988. She later became the 
Canadian Human Rights Commission's Deputy Chief Commissioner, a 
position she held until her most recent appointment as Chief Commissioner. 

Student Debt Crisis 

We all know we're broke, now, finally, the government is admitting 
it. September 23 's Throne Speech acknowledged that the average student 
debt load for nextyear is projected at $25,000. What is even more disturbing 
is that approximately 60% of all full-time students in Canada are forced to 
take out student loans to pursue their education. 

Brad Lavigne, National Chairperson of the Canadian Federation of 
Students, has urged the government to act by introducing a national system 
of grants. Lavigne believes that "the greatest contribution the federal 
government can make in the pursuit of excellence is to ensure that students 
have the resources they need so that they can concentrate on their studies, not 
worry where their next meal will come from or if they will be able to afford 
to complete their studies."

A variety of 
activities have been planned for everyone, from kindergarten students to 
seniors, and special contests will be featured for both elementary and 
secondary school students.

Musical entertainment at the barbecue and at the free evening concert at 7 
p.m. will be provided by local groups. 

Canadian Law Schools 

M aciean'.s magazine has published a24-page survey of Canada's 16 
most common law schools.

The survey, entitled the Grad Satisfaction Report, features a poll of 
nearly 4,000 recent graduates and 5,000 judges, practicing lawyers, and 
legal academics.

We wish to respond to the 
article that appeared in your Septem- 
ber 1 1 , 1 997 issue on the New Code 
of Student Conduct. 

Though there are many trou- 
bling aspects to this whole venture in 
university law making, we would 
like to focus on our comments on the 
limited, and rather uncreative, op- 
tions that have been proposed as the 
appropriate dispute resolution proc- 
esses for such matters. Though it is 
true that the adversarial judicial model 
is, to a large degree, the default 
process for dispute resolution in our 
society, it need not, and should not be 
our first choice. Talk about a "quasi- 
criminal code", and a "charter of 
student rights and responsibilities,", 
when coupled with a "Judiciary 
Panel" call to mind many of the most 
contentious aspects of our legal sys- 
tem; ones that enlightened and pro- 
gressive members of the administra- 
tion of justice community are cur- 
rently working on downplaying and 
even in some cases dismantling. 
Why, we wonder, is Laurentian Uni- 
versity proposing to walk down this 
barren and harmful path? 

Conflict will always be with 
us, and conflict is not always an evil 
to be avoided. It is through conflict 
that we are often challenged to test 
our most deeply held ideas, and to 
transform our relationships with oth- 
ers into more positive and fruitful 
ones. The "legal" model treats social 
conflict as something to be eradi- 
cated, much as a non-selective her- 
bicide kills all the vegetation with 
which it interacts, not distinguishing 
between flowers and weeds. Though 
no one can deny that there are often 
serious disputes that occur on this 
campus that need our attention, we 
question whether it is appropriate to 
set up tribunals to adjudicate over the 
participants. To do so is to choose to 
disempower those who are in diffi- 
cult situations, and to arrogate to 
ourselves power over their lives. 
Universities ought to be places that 
foster empowerment, both intellec- 
tual and moral. 

The tragedy of these propos- 
als is that there are desirable alterna- 
tive models to be explored in the area 
of dispute resolution, particularly me- 
diation. Mediation is a wonderfully 
powerful process that can be ruthless 
with the real problems in the case, yet 
respectful in the humanity and dig- 
nity of all of everyone involved. It 
encourages people to be responsible 
for their actions and to be accounted 
for them. When it resolves a case the 
satisfaction of everyone involved is

beginning with those letters-lie, lies, 
detect, detects, detection and 
soon. 

Of course you have to 
be careful how you truncate 'cause if 
your not careful you might 
retrieve titles that have nothing to do 
with you want. Example: when look- 
ing for books on Canada, if 
you truncate that word as Cana* you 'd 
also pick up books on canaries, 
canasta and canapes. 

In addition to watch- 
ing where you truncate, you might 
also want to consider searching for 
your topic in the Subject section of 
the catalogue. The problem with 
using the title approach is 

that a number of books do not carry 
their subjects in their titles. Even if 
you truncate lie*, detect* 

you will only get one book. If you 
search under lie* detect* by 
subject, you will retrieve two titles, 
the second of which entitled NATO 
Advanced Study Insti- 

tute on Credibility Assessment. If 
that number is still not enough, you 
may wish to check out the 

Library of Congress List of Subject 
Headings for related subject head- 
ings. 



Stopping the cycle 



Without question, the most 
horrifying result of a bad marriage 
is abuse, be it emotional, physical, 
or sexual. For centuries, women 
have endured this pain. Finally, 
after two world wars, the determi- 
nation of courageous women, and 
governments being left with no other 
alternative, women were officially 
declared equal. It has taken a long 
time, however, for women to make 
those words mean something, but 
the battle is not yet one. 

Fortunately, there is a recent 
development to take note of. A 
court ruling of 1990, recognizing 
the battered women syndrome as 
being sufficient defense in a murder 
trial, is now making it possible for 
five women to have their freedom 
back. Seven cases have been re- 
viewed. Two women's pleas were 
rejected, and two women ' s sentences 
have been completely canceled. 

For each of these women 



endured years of suffering at the hands 
of the same men they slept with in the 
same bed every night. These wom- 
en's lives are shattered. They felt all 
alone and very vulnerable, and it was 
for fear of losing her life that they 
murdered their abusive partner, stop- 
ping the cycle forever. It is clear that 
battered women syndrome is a justifi- 
able defense in cases such as these. 

The question that I raise is why 
did it take so long for these women to 
be released? They had served time in 
prison before the 1990 decision, and 
only now, almost another eight years 
later, is their freedom restored?. 
These women suffered enough before 
committing their crimes, which were 
clear cases of women having run out 
of options protecting themselves. After 
they realized that their cases would 
have had different outcomes if they 
had endured the abuse for a few more 
years, those extra eight years must 
have been all the more excruciating. 



Could something have been done to 
expedite theirreleases?. Why did the 
government and the courts wait eight 
long years?. 

Women have come a long way 
in their fight for equality, but there is 
still a long way to go. Presently, 
actions are still speaking louder than 
words, and women are continually 
waiting for the day when the equality 
of women is respected, not merely 
talked about. However, for these five 
women who are finally receiving the 
justice they deserve, late is better 
than never.

Whatever the results, two 
other interesting "gene stories" 
were in the Canadian news last 
week. In the first instance, a ge- 
netic screening company was re- 
ported to have introduced its new 
screening process..

Harris-style diplo- 
macy is characterized first by the 
announcement of an absurdly un- 
fair policy centered around deep

Pornography brings to mind 
images of naked women, sex, and 
oftentimes violence, whether implied 
or explicit. But where does art end 
and the obscenity of pornography 
begin? As Susan Cole writes, "Por- 
nography is not just a picture, a two 
dimensional artifact or idea. It is a 
practice consisting of specific activi-

ties performed by real people." It is 
no secret that many women, and men 
too, are strongly against pornogra- 
phy due to its degrading representa- 
tion of women. Others believe that 
freedom of speech cannot be impeded 
in any way for any reason. There is, 
of course, the other side that does not 
see anything wrong with pornogra- 
phy because it is the unre- 
al stricted expression of 
sexual liberation. 

With such opposing 
views on the issue, it is 
easy to see how this de- 
bate has become one of 
the most controversial and 
heated ones of the past 
decade. It has also been 
with the evolution of the 
feminist movement that 
pornography has come 
under fire. This billion 
dollar industry is based on 
selling sex and sexual 
stimulation, mostly to 
men. Feminists have taken 
up this cause for the sim- 
ple reason that in the ma- 
jority of pornographic ma- 
terial, women are por- 
trayed as mere sex objects 
whose sole purpose of liv- 
ing is to please men in 
whatever way they can. 

The word pornography 
comes from the Greek 
word graphos, meaning 
depiction, and pornos, 
meaning female sexual 
slaves. As Cole states, the 
word has "never been used 
in reference to anything 
playful and loving but for 



the active subordination of the most 
degraded female slaves." According 
to Canadian obscenity law, it is ille- 
gal to distribute materials that ex- 
ploit sex, sex and violence, sex and 
cruelty, sex and horror, etc.... Sex is 
defined here by the presence of an 
erect penis, or penetration of any 
body orifices by penises or objects. 
What this means is that a naked 
woman in bondage, or any other vio- 
lent setting is not obscene because 
there is no "sex" present, because 
there is no penis present. 

Since under Canadian law 
there is nothing obscene about hav- 
ing women displayed in any position 
or any situation, it is easy to see how 
women can find this extremely of- 
fensive. Considering that women 
are most commonly being forced into 
situations of violence and submis- 
sion, this is an unrealistic portrayal 
of women's role in the sex act and in 
society in general. Images depicted 
in pornography show the ideal 
woman as an object that is sexually 
insatiable and who is only there to 
serve the needs of men. 

The most common image of 
women in pornography is a large 
breasted woman who poses and sub- 
mits as the man/men want her to, 
most often in a rape scenario. This 
serves to form a false ideal for men 
who are led to believe that this is 
what should turn them on. There is 
another false ideal created for women 
in that the example is set that being 
objectified and subjugated is some- 
thing that is normal and desirable. 
Pornography establishes false expec- 
tations and norms that oppress women 
and condone violence against women 



Sex and the Media: A Love/Hate

How our society perceives sex 
(or fornication, lovemaking, the 
nasty. ..whatever you want to call it) 
is directly related to how it is cur- 
rently presented in the media. (Note: 
By "media" I mean the many forms a 
message can take, for example, T.V.) 
Unless you're Amish or are from the 
far northern reaches of this vast coun- 
try, you can hardly claim to be unaf- 
fected by the daily deluge of infor- 
mation from various sources about 
Safe Sex, A.I.D.S., and Rape/Date 
Rape, to name a few. 

But this is a nineties media 
version of one of the oldest practices 
known to humankind. A generation 
ago, our parents were bombarded with 
completely different messages. "Free 
Love," and "Love, not War," were 
only a few of the slogans which were 
conveyed via a completely new me- 
dium, i.e., the T-shirt (particularly 
popular when worn atop a braless 
bod.) 

A generation previous to that 
(our grandparents' age) any mention 
of the three-letter word beginning 
with "S" was considered sacrilegious. 
(Who really knows what they mean 
by "the birds and the bees"?!?) This 
lack of information on the part of the 
practicing public could be related to 
prudishness on both the part of the 
media and their audience. However,

as we ' ve seen in movies such as Dan- 
gerous Liaisons (I know, I know, the 
historical context in the film predates 
all of our grandparents by several 
hundred years) the sex life of people 
in historical times is not to be under- 
rated. 

So the role of the media in 
our bedroom has become more and 
more pervasive over the last half cen- 
tury. The content of the message 
portrayed has changed somewhat over 
the last decade or so, but their exist- 
ence is not to be debated. The shift 
has been from simply portraying the 
message of "Sex," to moralizing with 
us about it. In other words, the me- 
dia's role has changed from discuss- 
ing factually the existence of sex (and 
its relation to crime, weal th, and rock- 
n-roll, to name a few) to telling us 
what we should or should not do in 
the sack. This shift can be seen in 
current catch-all slogans of our times 
such as "No Glove, No Love." 

Now, whether this moraliz- 
ing of sex is of positive or negative 
value is entirely debatable. But there 
is no question that it has happened. 
Similar to the case with drunk driv- 
ing, the message (in this case "Friends 
Don't Let Friends Drink and Drive") 
has really pulled at our heart strings 
and forced us to change our behav- 
iour in light of the bombardment of 
the message. 

Arguably, it is difficult to 
examine this phenomenon in light of 



general cause and effect. There is no 
doubt that public interest groups, beer 
and alcohol companies (in this case), 
and the like have played a significant 
role in the publication and populari- 
zation of the message. However, it is 
the media (in the form of T.V. com- 
mercials, print advertising, the 
internet, and radio) that carries the 
message and therefore assumes the 
most powerful role in the relation- 
ship of message to meaning. 

So, you're probably won- 
dering how all of this relates to SEX, 
aren't you? Basically the argument is 
that in the nineties, with all of mes- 
sages that we get about sex and how 
to do it, and with whom, and for what 
reason, one needs ensure that one's 
choices are one's own. It sounds 
simple, but then again, so does the 
Act itself, right? But we all know it's 
not. And neither are any fancy slo- 
gans which try to help to make our 
decisions for us. 

This is not to say that the 
message the media conveys is wrong, 
just that we need to think about what 
it represents for us, and the principles 
behind it. Then we need to decide 
whether or not we agree, as an indi- 
vidual, with what is being said. Be- 
cause sex is an individual decision 
(despite the fact that it takes more 
than one person to follow through 
on.) Who wants to be simply a por- 
trait of their generation's problems? 



Some of the supporters of por- 
nography insist that it has value as a 
marital aide. Pornography, they claim, 
is helpful, sometimes even necessary 
in enhancing marital sex. The prob- 
lem is that couples are learning to 
mimic what they sec as sexually de- 
sirable in the pornography, thus per- 
petuating the subordinationof women. 
There is certainly merit in legitimate 
sexual aids that encourage equality in 
sex, and can help married couples to 
improve their sex life. But bear in 
mind that pornography is conceived 
of by men. produced by men, and 
consumed by men. There is an inher- 
ent one-sidedness to the acts por- 
trayed in pornography. 

Up until now I have presented 
only the anti-pornography side of the 
issue, but let us not forget that there 
are other views. Even people who do 
not agree with what is represented by 
pornography feel that freedom of ex- 
pression overrides anything else. If 
you don' t like what pornography is or 
does, just don't buy it. It is as simple 
as not consuming the product that 
offends you. This is a somewhat 
more political view because it doesn't 
take into account the social affects of 
pornography or the harm being done 
to the women caught in the pornogra- 
phy industry. 

A lot of the controversy sur- 
rounding pornography centres on the 
negative effects that has on real life 
encounters. What evils in everyday 
lives are the result of pornographic 
materials? Defenders of pornogra- 
phy argue that pornography is merely 
the scapegoat of a sexually embar- 
rassed society for all socially unac- 
ceptable behaviour. These propo- 



nents argue that the aura of shame 
and guilt surrounding sex is exactly 
why pornography is needed. Until 
sex becomes a healthy and liberated 
concept, pornography has a duty to 
allow people to express their sexual 
needs. Pornography is seen as a 
means to sexual liberation. 

Taboos and social constric- 
tions have a way of inhibiting people 
in such a way that they feel they must 
hide their fantasies and urges. This 
cannot be good for people. It is 
precisely because of the ' in the closet' 
atmosphere surrounding all things 
sexual that sex crimes occur. Por- 
nography cannot be blamed for the 
side effects of a repressive society. 
Of course, this perspective does not 
take into account child pornography, 
snuff films, or other violent aspects 
of the pornography industry. 

The issue of pornography is 
problematic because there are so 
many issues to consider, and they all 
seem to counter-balance one another. 
The obvious exploitation and mis- 
representation of women is not only 
offensive but oppressive and violent 
as well. There is also the considera- 
tion of censorship. At what point 
does art become pornography? By 
whose standards? Would it be better 
to be able to make those decisions for 
yourself and allow the proliferation 
of obscene material to flood the mar- 
ket? What if there really are "thera- 
peutic" uses for pornography that 
offersome socially redeeming value? 
It is certainly not easy to figure out 
your own position on the matter, but 
the complexity of it is no excuse for 
ambivalence. 
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The word 'sexuality' is a 
loaded one that can have many dif- 
ferent meanings. As soon as it is 
spoken, there is an instant and tangi- 
ble reaction among everyone involved 
in the conversation at hand. Why 
does this happen? For starters, there 
is the obvious reference to things 
sexual, as in the act itself. Sexuality 
as a concept refers to so much more 
than just sex that it can become the 
catalyst of great debate and conflict. 
The scene is a bar or club, at 
night, filled with both men and 
women. There is an obvious sexual 
tension in the air. Some innocent, 
and some not-so-innocent flirtations 
are occurring in virtually every cor- 
ner. The night will be chalked up to 
a good one if you manage to pick up, 
or even better, you get picked up. 
Almost every social interaction (and 
we're not talking about family reun- 
ions or coffee with your mother) can 
become sexually charged. Even a 
huge portion of advertising, media, 
movies, music, art, and literature is 
centered around sexuality. 

Even the little decisions that 
we make every single day are col- 
oured by our sexuality. What shirt/ 
pants/skirt should 1 wear? We all 
want to look attractive to someone by 
showing a bit of our sexuality and 
hopefully appealing to theirs. The 
interesting thing to ask yourself is 
how did we get to know what is

have yet to reflect a sexuality that is 
not heterosexual. 

The serious flaw in this prac- 
tice is that not everyone is hetero- 
sexual. There is such a stigma sur- 
rounding the issue of sexuality, that 
anyone who may have questions, con-

are different, has limited options and 
many unwarranted strikes against 
them. Simply because one has ques- 
tions about sexuality, does not mean 
that anything is wrong or abnormal. 
At some point in our lives we all have 
questions. It might not be that you 
question who you are attracted to, but 
you may question how you feel about 
yourown sexuality (i.e. what is sexual, 
are you sexually attractive, what do 
you find sexually attractive etc.). 

It is difficult for heterosexual 
people to imagine the emotional, and 
occasionally physical toll on homo- 
sexual and bisexual people as they

sexual and what our own sexuality 
means to us on a personal level. 

From birth, we are constantly 
inundated by things sexual . We learn 
that it is not attractive for a woman to 
sit with her legs open, rather they 
must be demurely crossed. This is a 
lesson in coyness, because overt sexu- 
ality is not truly sexually attractive. 
Men learn that it is not appealing if 
they allow themselves to cry or play 
with dolls. Real men don't do things 
like that, which has the implication 
that sensitivity is not part of the sexu- 
ality of men. These are obvious 
simplifications here but they indicate 
the reality of indoctrinating children 
with the "acceptable" sexuality that 
society has assigned them. 

Our society is most definitely 
geared towards heterosexuality, 
whereby men are only attracted to 
women, and women are only attracted 
to men. Heterosexism is a term that 
many have not heard before yet it still 
applies to them. This word refers to 
the assumption that everyone is het- 
erosexual and the belief that hetero- 
sexuality is superior to anything else, 
namely homosexuality and bisexual- 
ity. The misconceptions about sexu- 
ality and what is the •norm' may be 
starting to diminish, however, the 
institutions and arenas of pop culture 



try to cope with and understand what 
is going on, all the while in a 
heterosexist society. In the U.S. for 
example, 30% of youth suicides were 
linked to problems related to one's 
sexuality ( Bisexualitv : Some Ques- 
tions Answered, Joe Woodhouse and 
Karina Roberts). Some of the every- 
day pressures on people who stray 
from the socially acceptable condi- 
tion of heterosexuality include; em- 
ployment problems, rejection by fam- 
ily, friends, and the community at 
large, insulted and belittled, the un- 
derlying threat of violence in any 
given situation, invisibility in all as- 
pects of society, and the list could go 
on and on. 

All of those pressures only 
refer to external pressures. There 
also exists a huge amount of emo- 
tional baggage that is associated with 
being gay, lesbian, orbisexual. Feel- 
ings of guilt, shame, sadness, anger at 
oneself and others, rejection, loneli- 
ness and isolation are even more apt 
to be felt in people who are question- 
ing their sexuality than they are in the 
average tortured adolescent. Why 
should someone be subjected to such 
stress, and pressures for being at- 
tracted to people of the same sex. 
Sexual promiscuity and "perversions" 
(you can take that to mean whatever 



prevented. Heterosexual people do 
not chose to be straight just as homo- 
sexual people do not chose to be gay 
or lesbian. When you are growing 
up, you don't really have a choice 
about who you are attracted to or not, 
as we can all remember. Another 
stereotype that breeds ignorance is 
that gay or lesbian people must be 
dealt with in the most politically cor- 
rect manner. This, put bluntly, is 
bullshit. Unless you ask the ques- 
tions that you really want to know 
(using a certain amount of taste and 
good judgment), how will you ever 
get over your ignorance and under- 
stand that you cannot logically judge 
someone based on their sexuality. 

The personal experience of 
everyone is different when it comes 
to sexuality. Not every homosexual 
person has negative things to say 
about other people's ignorance or 
handling of the fact that someone 
they know is gay or lesbian. Stories 
of 'coming out' range from surpris- 
ingly positive, a relief to the person 
who is coming out, to tragically sad 
and anywhere in between. Consider 
what you would do if a really good 
friend suddenly confessed to you that 
they were not heterosexual. Would 
that change who they were or what 
you knew about them? Absolutely 
not. Chances are that, after the initial 
shock, you would be cool with every- 
thing and not much about your friend- 
ship would change. So if it means 
that little about what kind of person 




your friend is, why is it any different 
with all of the non heterosexual peo- 
ple that you don't know? People will 
always be good guys or bad guys, 
but their sexuality is completely ir- 
relevant in deciding that. 

Sexuality is a touchy subject 
that can spark a number of emotional 
responses. The important thing to 
remember is that an open mind and 
an accepting attitude will allow for 
open and honest dialogue. It is okay 
tohave questions about sexuality, no 
matter-ivirai xhose questions might 
be. It is not okay to ignore your 



feelings in the hopes that they will 
eventually go away on their own. It 
is not okay to continue to be ignorant 
when there are plenty of opportuni- 
ties to understand that everybody 
wants the same damn thing in the end 
and nothing else really matters.

University campuses all over seem male and female student, who have 

especially prone to sexual assault for undergone a security check, who will 



a variety of reasons. 

Students of all ages, some 
away from home for the first time, are 
thrown into social settings that they 
may never have experienced before. 
All of a sudden, there are no parental 
figures to answer to, and the peer 
group that you are associating with 
become the most influential element 
in your life. The single most volatile 
aspect of the university atmosphere 
is over-indulgence of alcohol. 

Very few offenders intend to 
commit sexual assault at the outset of 
an evening. But the combination of 
intoxication, peer pressure, and per- 
haps of miscommunication can lead 
to what is known as 'date rape'. For- 
tunately, the fact that offenders did 
not originally intend to commit the 
crime does not allow them to get off 
any lighter in the eyes of the law. 

A lot of people do not really 
have a clear idea of what is defined 
by sexual assault, or the legalities of 
the whole topic. One very important 
thing to remember is that you do not 
have clear consent throughout the 
entire episode, you can be charged 
with sexual assault. For a more clear 
and in depth understanding of the 
legislation on sexual assault, check 
out Laurentian's Media centre for a 
video called "It's Criminal, You 
Know". The video was created by 
Laurentian's chief of security, Larry 
Denome. 

Having been a Sudbury Re- 
gional Police officer for 22 years, 
five of which were in the sexual as- 
sault division, Mr. Denome was very 
helpful in providing information 
about sexual assault, preventative 
measures, and provisions, and poli- 
cies on campus to deal with the issue. 



escort students to wherever they need 
to go on-campus. They operate be- 
tween 6:30pm-2:00am and can be 
identified by their"Walk Home" jack- 
ets. The number for this service is 
688-468 1 . Any time that Walk Home 
is not available, security will be more 
than happy to escort you wherever 
you need to go on campus. Even if 
you are coming home from a bar at 
some ungodly hour and for whatever 
reason you have to walk up from the 
entrance, just go to the nearest emer- 
gency phone and security will come 
and pick you up. As Larry Denome 
says, "There is absolutely no reason 
why anyone should walk alone at 
night on campus.". 

There have been only two in- 
cidents of an attempted sexual as- 
sault by a stranger at Laurentian in 
recent years, and both occurred three 



the matter legally, they do not force 
this action on the victim. 

A point of interest to students 
would be that all of the Laurentian 
University security staff has under- 
gone sensitivity training in order to 
better deal with complaintsof sexual 
assault. Students should feel com- 
pletely safe reporting any incidents 
that have occurred. At which point 
an investigation would be conducted 
by security, usually by Larry 
Denome. If the accused is on-cam- 
pus, they will discretely be asked to 
leave the campus until the investiga- 
tion is complete. This is not only for 
the protection of the victim, but also 
to protect the suspect from being 
physically harmed if people find out 
that they may have raped someone. 

Once the investigation is com- 
plete, the matter is then turned over 
to the Director of Student Affairs, 
Denis Mayer. The decision of what 
course of disciplinary measures to 
be taken lies with him. By using the 
Student Code of Conduct as a guide, 
Mr.Mayer has the power to invoke 
any course of action that he sees fit. 
It is at this point that one realizes 
exactly how the Code can affect one ' s 
life, familiarize yourself with it. An 
appeal can be made to an appeal 
committee comprised of a staff mem- 
ber, student, and faculty member. 

Rather then leaving your fate 
in the hands of one or a few people, 
save yourself the trouble and think 
twice about your actions. Don't put 
yourself in risky situations that can 
turn ugly. Try to control your drink- 
ing and keep it at a level where you 
still have good judgment and self 
control. Make sure that your inten- 
tions are always clear, as in, "Yes, I 
want to do this" or "No. I don't want 
to do this." And most importantly, if 
anything does happen, don't feel 



guilty or ashamed.

Since the fact that 
he had a girlfriend (which was more 
than several of us could have said 
that day) was not enough for him to 
gain acceptance into our group, I 
wonder what he feels he has to do in 
order to gain that acceptance. Does 
he feci pressure that he is going to 
have to "do" her in order to become 
one of the guys, or is he strong 
enough to tell us that it is none of our 
business and risk losing the bond 
with us that he had worked so hard 
to establish. I'm not sure what he 
feels, but, to tell you the truth, I've 
known very few teenagers who 
didn't want acceptance and who 
wouldn ' t do almost anything to gain 
that. 

I'm not sure whether there is a 
pressure for males to have sex so 
much as an expectation. Although 
an argument can be made that im- 
posed expectations create pressure, 
I disagree. Aside from the biologi- 
cal pressure - the ail-too abundant 
testosterone - there is no direct pres- 
sure for males to have sex.

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Sexually Transmitted Diseases

Sexually transmitted diseases, or 
STDs, are among the most common 
infectious diseases in Canada today. 
Once called venereal diseases, these 
maladies are highly specific contami- 
nants which, like any other disease, 
have the ability to wreck havoc with 
our bodies. 

STDs can be divided into four 
different categories: viruses, bacte- 
ria, fungi, and parasites. Each group 
has its own peculiarities and varie- 
ties, but they all have things in com- 
mon. All of them are living organ- 
isms and, as such, have the ability to 
multiply and to travel within the body. 
In order for these organisms to sur- 
vive, they must remain within a host. 
It is this reason that helps to remedy 
paranoia by explaining that transmis- 
sion of the disease through the air, 
from touching, or via the water sup- 
ply, is extremely rare, if not alto- 
gether impossible. Transmission of 
STDs comes almost exclusively 
through sexual contact, through the 
exchange of bodily fluids, or through 
the sharing of needles. 

STDs affect men and women of 
all backgrounds and economic lev- 
els. They are most prevalent among 
teenagers and young adults. Nearly 
two-thirds of all STD cases occur in 



people under twenty-five years of 
age. 

Many STDs have no initial symp- 
toms, especially in women. Up to 
eighty percent of women show no 
initial symptoms. Often when symp- 
toms do surface, they are confused 
with other, non-related, diseases not 
transferred during sexual contact. 
Even though symptoms may not be 
present, the risk of passing the dis- 
ease onto another sexual partner is 
very high. 

The best defense against con- 
tracting an STD is common sense. 
Choose partners wisely and trust 
those partners to tell you the truth 
about their history. In addition, take 
preventative measures, such as a 
condom, to reduce the risk of con- 
tracting a disease. When treated 
early, almost all STDs can be treated. 
Common Sexually Transmitted 
Diseases 

AIDS (acquired immunode- 
ficiency syndrome) 

This disease is caused by the 
Human Immunodefiency Virus 
(HIV), a virus which destroys the 
body's natural ability to fight off 
infection. Once the body contracts 
any disease, it is not able to fight it 
off and the infected person dies of 
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another, non-related, disease. It is 
estimated that over a million people in 
the U.S. have the disease. Transmis- 
sion is mainly through sexual contact 
and the sharing of needles. There is no 
proven cure as of yet. 

Chlamydial Infection 
These infections are the most com- 
mon of all STDs. In both men and 
women, the symptoms include: and 
abnormal genital discharge and burn- 
ing urination. If left untreated, this 
disease can cause infertility in both 
sexes, as well as eptopic pregnancy in 
women. It is treatable with antibiot- 
ics. 

Genital Herpes 
In the U.S. alone, there are over 
fifty-million people infected with this 
disease. It is caused by the same virus 
that causes cold sores - the Herpes 
Simplex Virus (HSV). Symptoms of 
this disease are characterized by pain- 
ful blisters and open sores in the geni- 
tal area accompanied by a tingling or 
burning sensation in the legs, genitals, 
or buttocks. Although the sores disap- 
pear in two to three weeks, the virus 
remains in the body and can surface at 
any time. It is treatable with prescrip- 
tion drugs which cure only the symp- 
toms - not the virus. 

Gonorrhea 
Very prevalent a couple of years 
ago, this disease, this disease has sub- 
sided recently. It affects only certain 
parts of the body: urethra, cervix, rec- 
tum, throat and eyes. Initial symp- 
toms appear two to ten days after 
infection and are similar to those of 
chlamydial infections. It is treatable 
with prescription antibiotics. 

Syphilis 
This disease has two stages. Dur- 
ing the first stage, a small sore devel- 
ops at the entry spot, but it heals after 
a couple of weeks. During the second 
stage, glands swell , fever persists, and 
a rash develops over most of the body. 
This disease is treatable with prescrip- 
tion antibiotics. 



Birth Control

Contraception is defined simply as the "prevention of the fertilization 
of the human ovum." More popularly known as birth control, there are 
several different methods of achieving the desired effect. Although few 
methods are a hundred percent effective, all are much more successful 
than taking no measures at all. 

There are four main methods of contraception: barrier methods, oral 
contraceptives, IUDs (intrauterine devices), and spermicides. Each has 
its qwnj^c^ss rate, but all are effective. 

Barrier methods of contraception use devices that effectively create 
a barrier between the sperm and the egg. Devices such as diaphragms, 
cervical caps, sponges, and condoms fit under this heading. Both 
diaphragms and cervical caps must be fitted by a doctor. Each of these 
measures have a success rate of 1 per 1 00 woman years ( 1 pregnancies 
occur in 100 women over 1 year). Sponges and condoms can be 
purchased over the counter relatively cheaply. Success of the sponge is 
somewhere between 20 - 25 pregnancies per 1 00 woman years. Condom 
success rates are much better at 1 - 4 pregnancies per 100 couple years. 
Oral contraceptives (the pill) work by interfering with the body's 
normal hormonal system, thus controlling ovulation and related repro- 
ductive functions. They work by replacing and suppressing the hor- 
mones that the body would normally produce. Since they must be 
administered on a regular basis, they throw off the body's normal cycle 
of hormone production because they sustain a level of chemical that 
tricks the brain into not producing the chemical naturally. There are three 
different types of pills : combination pills, triphasic pills, and mini pills. 
Both combination and triphasic pills are mixtures of estrogen and 
progestin and only differ in the cycle in which they are taken. Mini pills 
have only a low dosage of progestin and are designed to be taken 
everyday. When taken regularly, success of pills can be up to 99%. 

IUDs, or intrauterine devices, are more effective in preventing 
pregnancy than any other method. As the name implies, a device is 
inserted into the uterus by a physician. The device, which differs greatly 
in appearance from one model to another, is impregnated with a steroid 
or synthetic chemical which is slowly released into the uterus, thus 
interfering with sperm function. Though relatively cheap, this method 
is not recommended for women who have not been pregnant at least once 
because it can increase menstrual flow and irritate the cervix of women 
who have never been pregnant. 

Spermicides are among the oldest methods of birth control. They are 
usually highly acidic substances which block the cervical opening and 
work to neutralize the basic ejaculate. There are two types of spermi- 
cides: foams and suppositories. Foam is inserted into the vagina just 
prior having sex. Suppositories are inserted well before sex and melt 
inside the body as it heats up. Success of spermicides varies with the 
source. Some place it as low as 0.3 pregnancies per 1 00 woman years and 
others place it as high as 40. 

Although no one method of birth control is entirely effective, all do 
provide superior protection to taking no measures at all. Different 
methods, used in conjunction with one another provide the best protec- 
tion.

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My Two Cents' Worth 

Jobs! Jobs! Jobs!

Last weeks article was about scholarships and bursaries. Under- 
standably, many students may find themselves ineligible for such awards 
due to low marks or the appearance of too much money from a summer 
job. Well, you're in luck, because there are other options available to you, 
and some of them are right under your nose! I'm talking about jobs. 

Contrary to popular belief, there ARE jobs out there. The question 
is, are you willing to work? One of the first and best places in your job 
search is the Placement Centre, on the second floor of the Parker Building, 
down the hall from the Bookstore. A first easy step in the job search is to 
talk to Flo at the Placement Centre desk. Ask for a registration card, fill 
out some basic info, and submit the card with your resume. Easy as that. 
Your name will be kept on file for the year, and if employers ask for 
someone with your qualifications, your name will be submitted to them. 

However, this can't substitute your own job hunting efforts. An- 
other pool of part-time jobs comes from the Job Boards outside the 
Placement Centre. On the boards you will find tons of work study jobs. 
These are meant for students who show any financial need. Most jobs are 
on campus, have flexible hours to allow study time, and give you awesome 
experience that look great on a resume. If in doubt of your eligibility , just 
fill out a work study application. There were about 1 50 positions, and thus 
far 30 are taken. You do the math. 

The manager of the Placement Centre estimates that there are about 
500 job opportunities on campus throughout the year, including research 
assistantships, tutoring, temporary jobs with the SGA and AEF, and 
summer positions. Get your resume out to profs. Sometimes they have 
grant monies, and would rather hire someone they know or someone 
highly recommended, before they post the job on the Job Board. 

If you are computer literate, there are several avenues for job 
hunting, two of which are the National Graduate Register (http:// 
ngr.schoolnet.ca) and the Campus Worklink (http://ngr.schoolnet.ca/ 
worklink). The former allows you to provide an on-line resume which will 
be matched up with employers seeking your skill. The latter is a job 
posting site, advertising FT, PT, summer and volunteer work. These 
positions are for post-secondary and graduate students. Just ask Flo for 
more information on how to access the information at these sites. 

So, what happens if you apply for on- and off-campus jobs, and still 
nothing? If even McDonald's sees you to the door? Well, consider 
volunteer work. For example, the Placement Centre is looking for 
volunteers. Some ofLU's departments and profs will be more likely to hire 
a volunteer who knows exactly what they're doing through previous work 
with them, instead of having to train someone. Additionally, you may be 
able to put some of this work towards a thesis in the future. If you don't 
want to volunteer on campus, there arc schools, hospitals, and businesses 
of all types that love free labour. The Placement Centre has truckloads of 
info on Sudbury's various volunteer organizations. Not only do you feel 
you are benefiting your community, volunteering can also give you an 
edge on experience when it comes to preparing for a career. There's no 
better time to start. And that's my two cents' worth. 
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And lets not forget the vocals of Paul 
Jago. His voice cuts trough and bends 
with the music at the same time with 
the power and talent of singers like 
Eddie Veder and Scott Weiland.
